PAUGHERTY'S HERD OF HEREFORDS,

Mow a Fine Banch of Grade Cattle
Has NMeen Watared.

Qteckmen who were In the elty yesterday
dlncussed with koen Interest the sale of the
Daogherty herd of HMerefords to Tinnln &
Irwie of Texas, the amnouncement of which
wasa mnade through The Bee Iast Tueaday.
From & rellable souree It & now learned
that In the big deal Matt Daugherly re-
eelved tor his herd close to 339 per head,
and the price is considered not al all out
of the way far the grade of eattle which
chnnged hands. Beven hundred hoad of cat-
tle were dlsposed of In the deal, the trana-
nttlon Ipvolving the rousid sum of al least
$26,600,

The foundatlon for thia herd was Iald by

Mr. Daugherty In 1886, Then he purchmsed
403 head of Panhandile helfers which had
been brought up 4o Nebraska on the last

trall drive to Ogilalla by the ploneer eattle
firm of Grome & Crumbaugh, These helferns,
together with 1,600 head of 2-y¥ear-old xteers,
lad been taken to Crele and fed during the
winter of 1883, and Mr. Daugherty bought
them In the feed lot landlyg them on his
ranch In Keith county, In the North Platte
valley, In May, 1586, He then begam to
breed with fourteen head of thorovghbred
registorad shorthorn bulls aecured from the
Waveland herd of John Flzgerald, thea
located near Greenwood, in Cuss county.
During subsequent scasons he made two
changes of bulls, all thoroughbrod regle-
tered shorthorne, Then he brought into the
breed a crots of Galloway and another che
of Polled Angus bulls, The next cross wan
thoroughtired reglstered Hereford bulls bred
at Albany, Mo, and the lust two croeepes
have been Herefords, on the foundation as
hnd already been outlined. This brings the
herd up to the conditicer It was o when the
gnle was made, and thogse who have seen the
stock eay that there Is oot a finer herd of
cattle in the west than thls one,

Since he started this herd, In 1886, Mr.
Daugherty had sold out of It about $40,000
warth of cattle, The 2-yeéar-old f{eeders of
thils bunch sold off the range at the South

Omaha market on May 17, 1807, at $5 per
100, welghed at the yards. The purchaser
was laughed at for paying such a price.

He did oot pit these cattle om feed until
the following August, and when he returned
them to the South Omalin yards lnst month
thoy welgled nearly ns much again ns at the
time of thelr purchase, The Chicago live
slock jourmals took particular note of this
dienl, and commenting upon It, aaid that the
stock dealers at the South Omaha market
woere golng Imasame; that in gupport of this
assertion the bunch of feeders in question
hrought &6 per 100 In the market, while a
herd of finlshed Polled Angus cattle that was
1r' the market at the same tlme, welghing

1,450 pounds, Brought only $4.80 per 100,

e purchasers of the Daugherty herd of
Herofords have declded to range the cattle
Iu Sherldan county,

WASHINGTON'S BIRTHDAY THE DATE

Asnlntant Posimnster Gendrenl Wood-
L Ard Gives a Brief Outline of the
Progrnm Suggested for the
Event's Celehration,

R——

The removal of the postoffice Into the new
foderal bullding will probably take place
Fibruary 22, Washington's birthday. Post-
mustor Martin s still In the south, but will
undoubtedly return home In a few days,
Previous to hie leaving the clty he and
Assistant Postmaster Woodard had  dis-
cunged the question of moving Into the hew
bullding, and It was by them declded that
an effort should be made to hive the Wash-
ington ofcinls set the opening for Washing-
ton's birthdny. Now that Poatmaster Mar-
tin has been authorlzed to settle the mat-
ter 1t will undoubtedly take place as he
and hls asslstant lave planned,

In speaking of the matter Assistant Post-
master Woodard says: *'I have no doubt
bit that we will move Into the new bullding
on the 224, that is, providing no further
trouble ls experienced as (o receiving the
furniture on time. It will be a holiday and
we will be obliged to keep the office open
for only about an hour In the morning, The
carriers will also make thelr regular morn-
Ing delivery, “ut after this we shall get
them to carry over thelr cases and help in
transferring the other furniture. Of course,
previous to the actual moviig out we shall
have (o prepare ourselves to do the work In
the shortest possible period of time. The
fast malls go out at 4:15 and we can then
have fully two hours before we get the next
big conslgnment of ralltoad matter ready,
which fs due to leave the office at about 6
I think that the best time to move would be
between' the hours stated, As to the man-
net In which we will celebrate the event,
this has not as yet been fully declded upon.
No reception will be glven, as this would be
against the federal laws, The entirs force
of earrlers will be llned up In front of the
old building and, preceded by the postmaster
and other ofclals of the department, a short
march through the prioeipal streets of the
city will be made. Thoe procession will be
headed by the finest band we can procure
and a band coneert will be given after the
parade reaches the new building. If there
I¥ no hitch In the program as 1 have briefly
outlined 1t the new federal building will be
opened to the publie about 7 o'clock on the
ovening of Washington's birthday. There
wlill be gpeeches made by Postmaster Martin
anid others, but who these last will be has
not yet been declded upon.”
